October 9. 
Captain of the Regiment of Ebergeni, 
who had been abroad with a Party 8 
days, has brought in 5 Horfes, and 4 
Mules, having kill’d 2 Troopers and 77 
Foot of the Enemy. An Enfign of the Re- 
giment of Starenberg has brought in 21 Prifoners. 
ro. The fame Enfign has brought in 53 Prifoners 
more, and has kill'd 4 or 5 Men. Another Party of 
the: fame Regiment has brought in 12 Prifoners. 
11. We forraged to day, but the Convoy is not yet 
come back. The Enemy are repairing Guattalla, 
and have made a Counterfcarp round it. They lay 
up Magazines in the Modenefe for their Winter- 
Quarters. 12. We forrag’d under the Convoy of 
Lieutenant Collonel la Mare of the Regiment of 
Savoy ; and the Captain of the Grenadiers of the 
‘Regiment cf Gunteftein plac’d himfelf with 80 Vo- 
lunteers in Ambufh ; at the fame time 3 of the Con- 
voy fell in with a Party of 100 Volunteers of the 
Enemy, who were likewife in Ambuth ; this Party 
learn’d of thefe 3 Prifoners where the Captain of 
Gunteftein lay,and march’d to cut him off; but Lieus 


tenant Collonel la Mare came feafonably to his re-_ 


lief, and gave him time to retreat to Gonzaga with- 
out lofing a Man, fome Officers and Soldiers fell on 
the Enemy’s fide. 13. Nothing happen’d to day, 
‘only we have taken 4 or 5 Prifoners. 14. It was 
refolv’d that we fhould forrage ro day, but this Refo- 
lution was chang’d on advice that the Enemy had 
fent 30 Companies of Grenadiers over the Po with 6 
pieces of Cannon and a ftrong Party of Horfe ; upon 
which our General has detach’d Count Starenberg 
with 2600 Foot, having under him General Gun- 
-teftein, 2 Collonels, 4 Lieutenant Collonels, 3 Majors, 
and .26 Captains. And General Vaubonne with 1200 
Horfe, 4 Lieutenant Collonels, 4 Majors, and 1 Cap- 
tain to every 40 Troopers : Baron Wezel is likewife 
order'd to hold himfelf in a readinefs on the other 
fide of the Po, with the Garrifon of Borgoforte, con- 
fifting of half of the Regiments of Solari, Reventlau, 
and Lorraine. Befides which, Lieutenant Collonel 
Pfefferskorn is detach’d that way with 500 Horfe. 
15. Our Detachment that was fent out yefterday is 
return’d, Count Starenberg having feen none of the 
Enemy ; but Baron Wezel met them, and exchang’d 
fome Mufquet-fhots with them, but the ‘Night pre- 
vented further Action.
